cal, it was found th at in one district 
the m ortality was higher than in the 
o th ers. 
Un this district the houses 
were tightly packed, with but little 
open space between, 
in such places 
the a ir does not cool off at night dur­ 
ing the sum m er, the tem perature in 
one place rem aining practically con- 
sta n tly above SO C. 
A study of the effects of heat on 
260 school children, betw een the ages 
of 6 and IO, was m ade, and it was 
found that SO per cent lost apprecia­ 
b l y in weight from May to A ugust; 
in 5 per cent this loss was extrem e.

Why didn't King Mldaa, the gold 
lover, try to save ten cents a week? 
•ayi the Chicago Tribune. 
He could 
have given the world a wonderful ex­ 
ample of the value of the saving hab­ 
it. Besides, he would have left money 
for the members of bls family alive 
today. 
Midas was one of the kings 
of Phrygia. 
As the Phrygian line was 
wiped out by the Cimmerians about 
670 B. C., we may assume he lived 
about 800 B, C., or at least 2,711 years 
ago. 
lr King Midas had started in sav­ 
ing ten cents a week he would have 
saved a dime, therefore, on each of 
the 140,870 weeks. 
This would make 
him the neat little sum of $14,097.20. 
Although not a fortune in these days, 
$14,09 a.20 is quite a fair sum to save 
by giving up one cigar a week. 
But 
there is more to follow. 
In those days of political upheaval 
and commercial uncertainty, capital 
was entitled to a bigger return on 
Its investment than it would be today. 
The risk was much greater. Though 
we have no actual records of Phryg­ 
ian rates of usury, it Is fair to assume 
that the Midas’ account drew ten per 
cent, interest compounded 
annually 
for at least the first 2,000 years, or un­ 
til the commercial world had reached 
a comparatively recent stage of 
de­ 
velopm ent 
Beginning, therefore, 800 years be- 
fore C hrist, Midas put into his savings 
ten cents every week. 
At the end 
of the first ten weeks he had a dollar. 
The interest on one dollar for one 
year Is not great, even at ten per 
cent., but It addi another dime to the 
ten already saved. 
At the end of the 
second year there is something more 
than two dimes to be added. 
At the end of the 
first 
hundred 
years the accumulation on the first 
dollar, at ten per cent, compounded, 
would be $13,780.66. 
Thus Midas, in 
the year 700 B. C. would have had 
$13,780.66, resulting from his first ten 
^eeks 
savings. 
The 
compounding 
goes on through the next century go 
that at the end of 200 years, in the 
year 600 B. C., Midas would have had 
$189,906,590.04 from his first dollar. 
At the end of the next 
hundred 
years, or in 500 B. C., the results from 
those first ten dimes put away would 
be 
$2,619,038,149,100.63. 
Continuing 
this compounding through the follow­ 
ing 2,411 years it Is not a complicated 
mathematical problem to arrive at the 
aum Midas would have today from his 
first one dollar saved. 
Remember, 
moreover, 
this 
sum, 
which would be up among the 
un­ 
countable trillions of dollars, would 
represent the increm ent of only one 
dollar put away by Midas. Midas him­ 
self, busily saving dimes, would have 
started a new series of dollar pyra­ 
mids every ten weeks. 
At the end of 
the first year’s saving he would have 
started five and a half of these stu­ 
pendous fortunes. 
To compare any 
one of these with the $14,097.20 he 
would have saved if he had received! 
no interest, certainly represents the

A study of the effects of heat on

bbly in weight from May to August; 
In 5 per cent this loss was extreme. 
The cause of this was the heat stag- 
nation during an 
extremely warm 


season, the children being confined 


in warm school rooms, with a high 
humidity over long periods of the 
day. In these children the effect was

»<*«, nvse-J>ieoa ana similar lyrao* 
toms. WHh shorter nours, and a vaca- 
tion extending over seven weeks, the 
heat remaining the same, all the chil- 
dren regained their previous weight 
and most of them added to their for- 
mer weight.

Midas wa« one of the kings 


of Phrygla. Aa the Phrygian line was 
wiped out by the Cimmerians about 
670 B. C., we may assume he lived 
about 800 B. C.. or at teaat 2.711 year* 
ago. 


If King Midas had started In sav- 


ing ten cents a week he would have 


v^d a dime, therefore, on each of 


the 140,870 weeks. 
This would make 


him the neat little sum of 114,097.20. 
Although not a fortune in these days, 
114.09720 ia Quite a fair sum to save 
by giving uij one cigar a weak. But 
there la more to follow. 


In those days of political upheaval 


and commercial uncertainty, capital 
was entitled to a bigger return on 
its investment than It would be today.
